Geneva, June 12.—The new King of 


Servia, Peter, received his early edu- 
cation in Belgrade, during the reign 
of his father, being 12 years old when 
the family was expelled from Servian 
soil 
Later he v.ent to 
school 
in 


Pesth and besides repeated visits to 
Russia, spent several yeais at the 
small court of Prince Nicholas, of 
Montenegro, at Cettmje 
While there 


he became the suitor of the latter's 
daughter, princess Zorka, and married 
her in 1883 She died seven years 
later. The issue of this marriage are 
three children, a daughter of 19 and 
two sons, aged respect-vi'ly 15 and 13.
